tion of student movements through­ 
out the United States. 
The survey 
does not include the larger state 
universities, but simply the institu­ 
tion ranked as accredited colleges 
by the Association of American uni­ 
versities, 
the 
North 
Central 
As­ 
sociation of Colleges and Second­ 
ary 
schools, 
the 
Association 
of 
Colleges and Secondary schools of 
the southern states and th? Uni­ 
versity of California. 
The 
survey 
revealed, 
Doctor 
Kelly said, that Ohio and Pennsyl­ 
vania are in the lead with the 
greatest number of colleges, there 
being 17 in each state; while there 
are 12 states which have no ac­ 


credited College. 
These are Ala­ 
bama, Arizona, Arkansas, Delaware, 
Idhho, Montana, Nevada, New Mex­ 
ico, Oklahoma, Utah, West Virginia 
and Wyoming. 
These furnish 2,246 
college students to the institutions 
of other states, in the list surveyed. 
“Conversely, it is interesting to 
note,*' said Doctor Kelly, “that Cali­ 
fornia comes the nearest of any 
state to taking care of her own 
students.

Curtailments of Operation 
Average 7 Per Cent 
Report Shows. 


OKLAHOMA CITY—A survey of 
reports from 
14 4 
firms ani in­ 
dustrial 
establishments 
in Jbkla- 
homa City. Enid, Tulsa. Ardjnore, 
Muskogee and other localities'" over 
the state, compiled by labor la gen- 
cie* in these cities with the state 
labor commission, show that un­ 
employment is gradually on the in­ 
crease throughout the 
state 
and 
that working forces in many of the 
plants have been reduced and op­ 
erations curtailed on an average of 
7 per cent. 
The 
survey, 
made 
public in the office of Claude E. 
Connally, state labor commissioner, 
.was carried out in state institutions 
employing 
approximately 
17,000 
persons. 
A total of 2,206 workers of all 
classes have been put on the in­ 
active list during the 
last 
few 
.weeks, the report shows. 
The sur­ 
vey included 55 plants in Oklahoma 
City; 
4 3 in Enid; 20 in Tulsa; 18 
in Ardmore; 6 in Muskogee, and 
two in other cities of similar size. 
Numerous reasons for 
the 
in­ 
crease in unemployment 
and 
cur­ 
tailment of 
operations 
are 
con­ 
tained in the report. In oil re­ 
fineries the survey showed that the 
.price of crude was out of propor­ 
tion to prices of refined products 
in one section of the state, thus 
affecting the general situation. In 
other sections refineries report that 
they are operating at a loss and 
that business will be curtailed un­ 
til conditions improve. 
One plant 
stated that the working force had 
been reduced more than half dur­ 
ing the last 6C days because its 
construction program had been com­ 
pleted and additional 
construction 
was not contemplated if business 
conditions did not improve. Forces 
in 
tank 
building, 
pipe line and 
other field work 
have 
been 
re­ 
duced 35 J er cent, the report says, 
because conditions of the .market 
and the unsettled financial situa­ 
tion. 
Employment conditions in four of 
the principal railroads of the state 
are practically normal, the Deport

transportation systems. Although a 
few men have been lawed off on 
.repair work in shops and on. ex­ 
tra gangs on some of the roads, 
they have either been taken back 
or changed to some other division.
